Arts  District  Station  Update 

This  morning,  Metro’s  Board  of  Directors  approved  on  consent  the  Garcetti/Solis 
/Bonin  motion  to  review  how  the  agency  is  undertaking  planning  for  the  Arts 
District  rail  yard  and  instructed  staff  to  look  at  options  for  passenger  stations  there. 
Following  last  week’s  testimony  to  the  Operations  Committee,  CCA  submitted  a 
letter  to  the  full  Board  supporting  this  motion. 

Additionally,  Metro  has  just  announced  that  it  is  extending  the  comment  period  for 
the  Division  20  Portal  Widening  /  Turnback  Yard  MND  until  February  13.  CCA’s 
letter  on  the  MNP  is  here.  And  meetings  to  consider  the  approval  of  the  proposed 
project,  MND  and  mitigation  measures  will  now  be  held.  They  are  scheduled  as 
follows:

Controller  Galperin's  Audit  of  the  Density  Bonus 
Program 

This  week,  Controller  Ron  Galperin  released  an  audit  of  the  City's  Density  Bonus 
program.  The  audit  reviewed  projects  that  utilized  the  Density  Bonus  program 
from  2008-2014  and  found  the  program  created  4,463  units  total;  however,  only 
329  units  were  in  market  rate  buildings.  The  other  units  were  located  in  100% 
affordable  housing  projects.  The  audit  concluded  that  the  Density  Bonus  program 
should  be  modified  to  create  new  incentives,  including:  additional  density,  allowing 
micro  units  and  streamlining  processes  like  site  plan  review.  The  audit  also 
recommended  new  fees  for  monitoring  the  compliance  of  density  bonus  projects. 


CCA  will  continue  to  engage  with  City  Planning  on  revisions  to  the  Density  Bonus 
ordinance  in  order  to  increase  the  production  of  housing.  We  appreciate  the  work 
of  Controller  Galperin  and  the  substantive  recommendations  he  made  to  improve 
this  program.
